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Bucharest fire claims 140 

VIENNA, April 10 (RJ— About 40 people died and 100 were 
injured when fire swept through a crowded department store in 
Bucharest today, rescue workers in the Romanian capital said. No 
official casualty toll had been issued several hours after the fire 
broke out at the five-storey Victoria store in the congested old 
quarter of Bucharest. But the rescue workers, contacted from 
Vienna, said casualties were exaggerated. Eyewitnesses said panic 
broke out when flames raced through the building. Several people 
jumped through pails of smoke while others were evacuated by 
firemen. The official Romanian Agerpres news agency had not 
reported the blaze 10 hours after it broke out. No mention of it 
was made on Romanian Radio. Unconfirmed reports said the fire 
started when an oxygen cylinder used by welders repairing a 
broken lift shaft exploded. Residents said they heard an explosion 
just before the blaze started on one of the building’s lower fhxjrs.

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Jordan, PLO discuss 
occupied territories 


AMMAN, April 10 
(Agencies)— A joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian committee, entrusted 
with finding ways to support the 
steadfastness of the Palestinian 
population in the occupied Arab 
territories held its first meeting 
here today. 

The official Jordan News 
Agency (JNA) said the two sides 
agreed on a series of measures 
which were being implemented 
immediately. It did not elaborate. 

The Jordanian side was headed 
by rbe Minister of Information 
Adrian Abu Odeh, who is also 
head of the Executive Bureau for 
Occupied Territories Affairs. The 
Palestinian side was headed by 
Mr. Hamed Abu Sirta, head of the 
Palestine Liberation -Organisation 
Executive Bureau for Occupied 
Territories Affairs. 

The Jordanian side included 
Minister of Industry and Com- 
merce Dr. Najmuddin Dajani, 
Minister of Municipal and Rural 
Affairs Ibrahim Ayyoub and 
Minister of Agriculture Hikmat 
SakeL The PLO team included 
Zuheir Muhsen, member of 
PLO’s executive committee, 
Mahmoud Abbas, member of 
PLO’s Central Council and Abdul 
Razzak A1 Yahya, director gen- 
eral of PLO's political depart- 
ment. 

Jordan and the PLO formed a 
joint committee last month fol- 
lowing a visit to Jordan by PLO 
Leader Yasser Arafat. 

JNA said today's discussions 
dealt with “the mission entrusted 
to the joint committee under the 
Baghdad Arab summit resol- 
utions" last November. 

Palestinian sources said today 
that the joint committee had 
become more important following 
the signing of the separate peace 
treaty between Egypt and Israel. 

The PLO delegation arrived in 
Amman yesterday and had two 
hours of preliminary talks last 
night with Mr. Abu Odeh. 

Palestinian sources said the aim 
of the meetings between the PLO 
and Jordanian officials was to 
coordinate efforts and draw up a 
common plan of action against 
Israel.

UAE to pull out 
ADF contingent 

ABU DHABI. April 10 (R) - 
The United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) will pull out its 700 sol- 
diers from the Arab Deterrent 
Force (ADF) in Lebanon on April 
27, the official Emirates News 
Agency (WAM) said today. 

The mandate of the force, set up 
in 1976 by the Arab League to end 
a rivil war in Lebanon, expires on 
April 27 and the UAE gov- 
ernment conveyed its decision to 
the Lebanese embassy in Abu 
Dhabi, WAM said. 

The move, which followed a 
similar derision by Saudi Arabia 
recently, came while the Lebanese 
Prime Minister Salim Al Hoss is 
touring the Gulf countries to brief 
them on his government’s actions 
on restoring law and order 
throughout the counuy and re- 
building the Lebanese armed 
forces. 

Dr. Hoss arrived in Bahrain 
today on a one-day visit for talks 
on the situation in Lebanon and 
other Middle East developments. 
He has visited Iraq, Saudi Arabia, 
the United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
and Qatar for similar talks.

Iran admits unrest from 
separatists, unemployed 

TEHRAN, April 10 (Agencies)--Iran’s revolutionary government 
said today that it faced unrest from separatist elements and unem- 
ployed workers in sensitive border areas, and conceded that some 
people were calling for a return to monarchy. 

Ar a regular press briefing today. Deputy Prime Minister Amir 
Entezam spoke o? continuing unrest among minority Kurds in West 
Iran and the Baluchis in the southeast. 

He accused foreign agents of stirring the unrest by taking advan- 
tage of widespread unemployment and separatist tendencies in bor- 
der areas, as the jobless now number more than three million, or 
about nine per cent of the population. 

A number of foreigners, whom he did not specify, had been 
arrested in the Baluchi area near the Afghan and Pakistani borders. 
Mr. Intezam said. 

The deputy premier, official government spokesman, said that 
during a recent march by hundreds of jobless people in the western 
Kurdish area, some pro-Shah elements had shouted for the return of 
the monarchy. 

Mr. Entezam indicated for the first time that unemployment had 
become a major cause of discontent in Iran since the February 
revolution which forced the Shah into exile. 

Tehran newspapers reported today that 13.500 jobless workers 
from various industries had begun a sir-in in a workers' building in 
the southern oil town of Abadan, demanding jobs. 

Meanwhile, three more former police or secret police officials 
were executed in the provinces today, two in Borujerd and one in 
Qazvin, bringing the total of secret revolutionary court executions to 
79. including 30 in the past five days. 

But for the first time since the revolution, the courts began 
showing leniency last night, handing out prison terms rather than 
death sentences and even acquitting 16 defendants in Tehran. 

Until yesterday, as far as is known, every defendant tried by a 
revolutionary court had gone before a firing squad. 

Mr. Entezam said he thought revolutionary court trials would go 
on for about a year. Some 1,300 political prisoners are being held in 
the capital alone, with at least as many more detained in the pro- 
vinces. 

The official Pars News Agency today reported the arrest of 
former Senator Ali Dashti, at 84 the oldest former politician 
detained by the revolutionary regime. 

Informed sources confirmed today that one of the Shah's half- 
sisters. Fatemeh Hamdan-Saltaneh. had been briefly detained last 
Saturday. Earlier, it had been reported that the detained woman was 
Princess Fatemeh Pahlavi. another half-sister of the exiled monarch. 

Invaders launch pincer 
attack to seize Kampala 

NAIROBI. April 10 (R)— Tanzanian forces and Ugandan exiles 
rained rockets and shells on Kampala today as they launched a pincer 
attack aimed at capturing President Idi Amin's capital. 

Kampala residents reported 122 mm rockets whistling overhead 
and smashing into military installations, the main hospital and tree- 
lined residential suburbs. 

While the sound of fighting drifted up from the main front line 
south of the capital, residents in the northernmost outskirts told 
reporters by telephone they had just given Tanzanian officers leading 
their troops towards the city centre a rousing welcome. 

Diplomats in Nairobi said the invading forces appeared to be 
trying to pm down the city's defenders with the heavy bombardment 
while moving in infantry from at least two directions. 

Rockets and shells smashed into the main hospital on the northern 
hill of Mulago, killing a doctor and injuring several other people. 

Also hit was the M&kerere University complex, where troops loyal 
to Field Marsha] Amin were billeted over the weekend as he 
regrouped his forces for a counter-attack. 

Radio Uganda, virtually the only source of official information 
during President Amin’s eight years in power, was off the air for most 
of the day. When one transmitter was finally switched on as dusk 
approached, one announcer said: “We are unable to bring you tbe 
news. Here is some music." 

The heaviest shell barrage erupted for 90 minutes as the day 
dawned. People still living in the largely deserted city leapt from their 
beds to huddle under tables. A second heavy barrage opened op just 
before noon. 

The whereabouts of President Amin were not known. One resi- 
dent said a convoy of five black Mercedes cars sped out of the dty 
towards the eastern town of Jinja during a lull in the shelling this 
afternoon. He said he thought the president was in one of them. 

There was no reliable information on how much resistance was 
being put up by President Amin’s troops. Residents in southern 
suburbs said they could hear small arms fire from the Entebbe road, 
indicating that someone was still fighting the invaders. 


In reprisal for Tel Aviv bomb attack 

Israeli warplanes hit 
South Lebanon towns 

DAMOUR, Lebanon, April, 10 (Agencies)— Israeli warplanes 
attacked two Lebanese coastal towns today in apparent reprisal for a bomb 
attack in Tel Aviv's central market today for which Palestinian com- 
mandos claimed responsibility. 


Clouds of dense smoke rose 
from the hillsides above this 
already battered town, 24 
kilometres south of Beirut, after 
the bombing just before dusk and 
hundreds of residents gathered on 
the main street looking for lifts 
from passing motorists to take 
them to safer ground. 

First reports from Palestinian 
officials said scores of people were 
feared killed or injured in the 
raids. The Damour raid was the 
closest Israeli air artack to Beirut 
for many months. 

The officials said Israeli aircraft ■ 
bombed Damour for about 20 
minutes before other planes 
launched the second strike around 
the biblical southern port of Tyre. 
Both areas have a mixed popu- 
lation of Lebanese and Pales- 
tinians. 

The raids came within hours of a 
bomb which rocked Tel Aviv's 
central market. 

The Palestinian news agency 
WAFA quoted a commando 
spokesman in Damascus as saying 
at least 50 Israelis were killed or 
wounded in the Tel Aviv 
blast— the latest Palestinian attack 
since last month's signing of the 
Egypt-lsraeli peace accord. 

A spokesman for the general 
command of the Palestinian 
revolution said the operation was 
code-named “the Martyr Karaal 
Adwan." 

Mr. Adwan and two other 
Palestinian commando leaders — 
Kamal Nasser and Mohammed 
Youssef Al Najjar— were killed by 
Israeli agents in Beirut on this date 
six years ago. 

After today's air raids carloads 
of people were seen heading for 
Beirut from Damour, while 
ambulances converged on the 
town. 


Palestinian sources said the 
raids had not come as a surprise 
and residents had been warned to 
expecr an arrack after today's Tel 
Aviv bombing. 

First reports from one village 
near Tyre, Ma'aliyeh. said one 
person had been killed there and 
three were wounded. WAFA said. 

In Tel Aviv, a military spokes- 
man, announcing the raids, said 
the air strike was directed at Pales- 
tinian commando bases manned 
by the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation and took place at 
about 1730 (1530 GMT). 

The. PLO targets situated in the 
Tyre area in southwest Lebanon 
included training camps and bases 
which have served guerrillas as 
exit points on their way to attacks 
in Israel, the spokesman claimed. 

In the past four months, Arab 
commandos have carried out II 
operations in Israel, causing the 
death of seven Israelis and wound- 
ing 169. 

On the Tel Aviv incident today, 
Israeli Police Commander Moshe 
Tiomkin said the bomb, appar- 
ently planted by Arab Com- 
mandos, consisted of half a kilog- 
ram of explosives fixed under the 
cover of a shin stall in the openair 
market. 

One woman was killed and 15 
persons were wounded, he said. 
Radio Israel, however, said in a 
report from the scene of the inci- 
dent this afternoon that the casu- 
alty toll was 35. 

The Associated Press, however, 
said the blast killed one man and 
wounded 22. 

Commander Tiomkin, inter- 
viewed by Israel Radio, said about 
15 Arabs had been detained— he 
c3Ued it “preventive arrest" to 
protect the Arabs from angry 
Israelis as well as to see if there 


was any evidence that the Arabs 
had planted the explosive device. 

The market was cleared of 
shoppers preparing for the Jewish 
Passover holiday starting tomor- 
row night. Police searched the 
area for more explosives, and set 
up roadblocks. 

The injured were rushed to 
hospital and three were reported 
in a serious condition. Police Cor- 
poral Hirsh Ariv told Reuters he 
saw 3 woman flung into tbe air by 
the force of the blast. 

Commissioner Tiomkin said 
police had been put on the alert in 
case of Arab commando attacks 
during the holiday period. 


Israel imposes 
curfews in West 
Bank towns 

TEL AVIV, April 10 (R) -- 
Israeli occupation forces 
imposed curfews on two areas 
of the Jordan West Bank today 
after two buses were stoned and 
telephone lines cut by Arab 
residents and Palestinian 
refugees, military sources said. 

In Jericho, Palestinians from 
the nearby Aqbat Jaber refugee 
camp stoned the two buses, one 
filled with settlers travelling to 
Jordan Valley settlements and 
the other carrying tourists. 

Tbe other curfew was at the 
village of .Al Yamon. near Jenin 
at the northern end of the West 
Bank. It was imposed there to 
punish residents who had been 
out cutting telephone lines, the 
sources said. 

Israeli troops moved into 
both areas to conduct searches 
and make arrests. 
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Good timing 

THIS IS A good time tor Jordan ond the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation to be reminding the world of their 
determination to assist Palestinians livne under Israeli 
occupation to resist the tightening grip oi the military 
occupying authority. 

The outside world seems somehow to have got the idea 
that Israel is about to loosen that grip and hand those 
territories over to local Arab "■self-rule.” The outside 
world also seems somehow to ha * e got the notion that the 
Arab panics are «J iv ided on how to approach this imminent 
disposal of those territories, and that Jordan and the PLO 
have written them. selves out o; the picture a* far as the 
future nf the Arab homeland is concerned. 

The true story is obvious);, quite different. No one. 
certainly not those living in the occupied territories, nor 
anyone else in the A rab W orld outside Egv pt. harbours any 
illusions that the Camp David "autonomv" scheme is any- 
thing other than a blueprint for legitimising and extending 
that occupation: autunomy and sdf-ruie. even under the 
broadest interpretation, are different from independence 
and seif-determination. They imply a continuation of a 
colonial status. And such colonisation is precisely the aim 
of the Jewish settlements in Jerusalem and the rest of the 
West Bank which Israel continues t«» authorise and nurture. 

The people living under occupation have chosen to 
reject the "autonomy" plan as spelled out in the Egypt ian- 
IsraeJi treaty . The only course open to them now is to resist 
the implementation of this bogus and aggressive plan: that 
is what they are doing, and it is the duty of ev ery Arab to 
assist them. 

The Arab summit conference in Baghdad last 
Nov ember formulated various w ays of extending that assis- 
tance. including making funds available to Jordan and the 
PLO and other concerned parties living on the front-line of 
Zionist aggression and expansionism. That is what the cur- 
rent Jordanian-PLO consultations in Amman are all about. 
Such consultations "a re ‘"a tribute to the success of the. 
burgeoning dialogue between Jordan and the PLO on a 
wide variety of issues concerning the destinies of the peo- 
ples for whom they are responsible. 

The task of supporting those struggling against occu- 
pation becomes more urgent by the day. as Israel imposes 
new terroristic measures, from censorship to curfews, in the 
occupied territories in an attempt to quash mounting resis- 
tance to the Washington treaty conspiracy to deprive them 
of their national and human rights. Now is the time to 
intensify this effort. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RA’I TUESDAY COMMENTS on the recent statements 
made by Egyptian Premier Mustafa Khalil in which he urged the 
Arabs to use the oil weapon in order to exercise pressure on the 
West and the U.S. to force Israel to w ithdraw from occupied Arab 
territories. 

"Why didn't the Egyptian premier contemplate using the oil 
of Sinai as a means of exercising pressure on Israel when Iran 
halted its oil supplies to Israel?” the paper asks. “When Mr. Khalil 
says that Egypt will honour its joint defence treaty with Syria — 
should the latter launch a war to restore the Golan Heights — he is 
actually trying to get Syria involved in a war with Israel.” the 
paper says. 

The paper describes the statements of the Egyptian premier 
"as designed for Egyptian consumption:” and urges him to "apply 
his advice to himself." 

Commenting on prospective Egyptian-Israeli negotiations 
on autonomy in the West Bank and Gaza, AL DUSTOL'R says 
that "Israel has already sinned exening new pressures on the 
people of the occupied territories with the object of attacking the 
unity of the Palestinians and polarising elements w illing to accept 
autonomy." 

"The Palestinians are determined to resist the conspiracy of 
autonomy which seeks to create a substitute for a true Palestinian 
homeland.” the paper adds. 

"The Camp David agreement, which succeeded in isolating 
Egypt from the Arab nation, will not manage to liquidate the 
Palestinian cause ... this is because the Arabs insist that their cause 
should be dealt with at the U.N. — nor sinelehandedlv bv the 
U.S." 

"The sponsors of the Camp David agreement have used the 
pretext of a Soviet threat in the Middle East to assure the isolation 
of Egypt from the Arab nation. The Arabs, however, believe that 
the genuine danger threatening the area is the Israeli occupation. 
jiui the Soviet LInion." 

"We call upon Washington to not oppose any Arab or inter- 
national efforts to return the Palestinian issue to the U.N. so that a 
just and comprehensive solution to the Palestinian problem can 
be achieved." the paper concludes.

Tourism m Jordan, as is the casern many coun-. 
tries, suffers from the Narcissus complex. Those 
who work in that sector are deeply in love with 
themselves and with what they da That is not to 
cast aspersions on their abilities or wisdom, bui 
they certainly are inhibited by their egotistic ambi- 
tions. • - 

Eveiyrime a group of people working in that 
sector get together to discuss the future prospects 
of their business, they handle the problem from 
(he point of view that tourism is the only sector hi 
the economy, or the leading one at leaist. 

They also fall into the same error which many 
private sector investors commit. They blame the 
government for not extending a helping hand. 
Their rationale is that tourism is a clean, pro- 
fitable, foreign exchange earning sector. -it -is 
therefore worth all the encouragement it can be 
given. 

Obviously. Jordan has a great touristic poten- - 
rial which has not yet been fully realised. The 
income generated within this sector can be greatly 
enhanced if more coordination and cooperation is 
generated within the sector itself. Such coop- 
eration must, however, be created among the dif- 
ferent parties in the private sector before full 
cooperation can be achieved with the gov- 
ernment. 

The overriding question in tourism right now 
is how- big a touristic sector Jordan should plan to 
have? At the outset, the sector can grow as big as it 
wants to, given that the impetus comes from those 
who directly derive benefits from rt. 

On a macro level, the development strategists 
might not want to allow tourism to rise to a leading 
position in the economy. Income from tourism 
might prove to be erratic and unstable. The sen- 
sitivity of this sector to external pressures is 
extremely high. Moreover, tourism tends to boost 
the growth of the contribution of the services sec-

A: "Ebla is never mentioned in 
any instance in the Old Tes- 
tament; whereas place names in 
Egypt are. If the Hebrews could 
go back in history to Adam, to the 
great-great-grandfathers of 
Abraham and Noah, why don’t 
they mention Ebla? Again, I 
repeat my feeling that serious 
scholars in Israel don't give cre- 
dence to any historical-cultural 
connections between Ebla and the 
Hebrew kingdoms."

AMMAN, April 10--Senior citi- 
zens in Jordan are generally- 
looked after in their declining 
years by sons and daughters and in 
return for their keep" they play a 
valuable role in the household, 
acting as babysitters or cooks at 
various times and often cither 
helping the mother to cope with 
her children 3nd house work or 
allowing her the freedom to go out 
to work. 

There are obvious advantages 
to this kind of set up, but what 
happens when the family wants a 
holiday abroad and granny and 
granddad either do not feel up to it 
or are not physically able? Or 
when the elderly persons find 
themselves without any family to 
turn to for one reason or another? 

The White Beds Society has 
thought of these situations and 
taken steps to see that a solution 
can be provided. 

As a result, the first old peoples 
home in Jordan was opened today 
by Her Highness Princess Basma. 
It should be ready to take resi- 
dents by the beginning of next 
year. 

Situated at Juweideh $bn the 
road to Aqaba), the home prom- 
ises to be more like a first class 
hotel than anything else. Among 
other facilities it has a fully 
equipped, attractive hairdressing 
salon for men and women, recre- 
ation rooms, a library and fully 
equipped rooms for phy : 
siotherapy treatment and exer- 
cise. There are exercise bars and 
wheels and stationary bicycles for 
the more active residents and easy ■ 
chairs and workshops for the more 
studious or dexterious members. 

The home, called the Golden 
Age Horae, is still in a state of 
semi-preparedness. There is no 
water yet and tags are still hanging 
from the shiny new kitchen sinks 
and huge ovens. Even the bristly 
rollers in the hairdressing salon 
are still in their packs. 

The entrance lounge, all the

bedrooms the doctors' surgery 
and administration rooms have all 
been partially fitted out so at least 
there were some chairs, carpets 
and desks to give today's guests an 
idea of what the home will even- 
tually look like. 

At 4:30 this afternoon, well 
over 3U0 ladies gathered for the 
opening, and to listen to thank you 
speeches and share in the 
refreshments offered before 
separating and going through the 
three storey home to see just 
exactly what the White Beds Soc- 
iety has achieved. 

The White Beds Society is a 
volunteer group of some thirty 
ladies who spend most of their 
time working in government hos- 
pitals and institutions. The Gol- 
den Age Home is their biggest 
project to date. Funds have been 
raised for the building over the 
past five years with various 
activities planned by the ladies. 
The 22 dunums of land that the 
new home sits on was a gift from 
the government — not that the 
‘ home takes up 22 dunums! It is on 
a two dunum piece near the main 
road and as Mrs. Amira Tell, a 
member of the White Beds Soc- 
iety, told the Jordan Times, the 
society planned to set up a few 
smaller "shelters" in the land 
around the Golden Age Home for 
poor, old and destitute people. 

Nobody was able to say how- 
much a stay at the Golden Age 
Home is likely to cost but, as a 
-private home boasting facilities 
similar Western homes would be 
proud to have, it will certainly only 
be open to a limited small per- 
centage of the population. At the 
moment it can sleep 300 people 
but some rooms are large enough 
to take up to two or three more 
beds if the demand increases. 
Most of the rooms are double so 
that husbands and wives will not 
have to be split up. 

Construction and furnishing 
costs. Mrs. Tell said, have 
amounted to half a million dinars. 

When questioned about the 
need for suhe a home in a very 
close knit society where the 
extended family is still the order of 
the day. Mrs. Tell said simply "you 
don't, know how much we need 
this home." Either the need is not 
that passing yet or people are not 
quite sure what to make of a home 
which is reported to be the First of 
its kind in the Middle East, but 
either way the waiting list is still 
not very long. 

It is expected that when it opens 
next year it will only be a quarter 
full — if that — but the plan is to 
use it as a day centre for old folk in 
Amman who will be bussed to the 
home where they can meet their 
friends, read, listen to music or 
just get on with their embroidery 
' or handiwork until it’s time to go 
home in the evening.

LONDON-M teleprocessors are 
bringing soohisficeted com- 
puting powerwitnin reach of an 
ever growing range of people. 
One medical project that they 
have transformed from an intri- 
guing experiment into a com- 
mercial reality is an automated 
system designed to he.'p doc- 
tors interview their cst'ents 
more efficiently. 

!{ rias been ce'/eioped at Bri- 
tain's Natronai Physical La- 
boratory where psychologist 
Dr. Chris Evans and riis coi-. 
leagues are in the business of 
identifying applications of 
computers to everyday life, 
often looking years into the 
future. MICKiE (Medical Inter- 
viewing by Computer) is one 
application that thanks to the 
advent of microprocessors, 
iooks like bearing fruit 

Communication between 
doctor and patient can be 
bedevilled by social and intel- 
lectual barriers, whether real or 
imagined. Computer inter- 
viewing trials, using relatively 
expensive telephone linked 
shared computer time, were 
first started ir. Britain in 1969 to 
determine whether inter- 
viewing techniques affected 
diagnosis. 

The first interviewing prog- 
ramme in which Dr. Evans col- 
laborated was set up in Glas- 
gow in Scotland to take the 
case histories of patients with 
suspected peptic ulcers. 

The system proved extremely 
successful. Patients liked being 
interviewed by computer. But at 
a cost of between 5 pounds and* 
10 pounds a patient, computer 
interviewing was not econom- 
ically feasible. 

However, the microprocessor 
revolution was round the 
comer and has new produced 
MICKlE-a dlesk top general 
computer with the brain power 
of a p re- microprocessor model 
many times its size, its brain is 
made up of silicon chips (mic-

bigger than, a thumbnail arid 
each equivalent to around 
10,000 old fashioned trans- 
istors. 

Mass production of these 
chips in the past few years has 
so reduced the price of com- 
puting power that Dr. Evans 
estimates each interview now 
costs no more than V^p. 

Five MlCKIEs have been 
ordered by Britain's Depart- 
ment of Health and Social Sec- 
urity (DHSS) for installation in 
hospitals. One was due to start 
work early in 1979 at London's 
West Middlesex Hospital on a 
DHSS funded project to test an 
improved version of the abdom- 
inal pain programme and a new 
programme dealing with back 
pain.

The Guerrillas have vowed

that elected black leaders will 
merely be “white stooges" and 
that whites will continue to exer- 
cise effective control of the coUfl- 
rry from behind a black facade. 

The Rhodesian military com-

MANAGUA. Nicaragua, April 
10 l A P)— Guerrillas manned bar- 
ricades in northern Nicaragua 
after two days of fighting in which 
41 were reported killed, but vac- 
ationing President Anastasio 
Somoza said “The country is 
under control." 

The Guerrillas erected bar- 
ricades two metres high in the 
streets of Esteii. 145 kilometres 
north of Nicaragua, to block milit- 
ary vehicles, and pinned down 
troops in the barracks on one side 
of the main plaza, according to 
refugees fleeing the city of 30.000. 

They reported the fighting 
renewed late yesterday after an 
unexplained mid-day cease-fire.

Iran reports daily oil output of 4m. barrels 


TEHRAN. April 10 (R) — Iranian oil production has reached four 
million barrels a day — almost two-thirds of the normal output before 
last autumn's oil workers' strike, the national radio said yesterday. 
The radio, quoting the National Iranian Oil Company, said 700,000 
barrels a day were being set aside for domestic consumption and the 
rest was being exported. The peak, production achieved by the Ira- 
nian oil industry under the Shah was 6.5 million barrels a day, which 
made this country the world's second-biggest exporter after Saudi 
Arabia. Iran resumed oil exports on March 5 after the revolution 
which toppled the Shah and ha? since been steadily increasing pro- 
duction nf what is its principal source of foreign exchange. 


Although the predicted rate of inflation is far below that of the 
United States, Britain and other Western nations, it is substantially 
above the two to three per cent level enjoyed fay West Germany 
during the past two years. The experts projected an average 1 979 rise 
in West German consumer prices of 3.5 per cent, up from 2.6 percent 
in 1978. The Bonn govern raent has stuck to its projection of a three 
per cent price rise this year, although there are strong indications 
inflation is gaining momentum. In their survey, the expens said the 
abundant money supply, improvements in the economic situation at 
home and abroad, bottlenecks in some industry sectors, such as 
building, as well as declining competitive pressure resulting- from 
steadier exchange rates for the mark all contributed to a deterio- 
ration of the price climate.

Italy gets backing for .Algerian gas pipeline 


U.S. fuel shortages could be ‘serious trouble’ 


LUXEMBOURG, April 10 < Rt — A plan to bring Algerian natural 
gas to Europe by underwater pipeline is to be backed by the Euro- 
pean Investment Bank, the Common Market's long-term finance 
arm. it was announced yesterday. The bank said it would lend the 
Italian Government 40 billion lire 1547.45 million) for the project. 
The pipeline will also link Sicily with the Italian mainland, eventually 
running as far north as Bologna. Italy has an agreement with the 
Algerian State Energy Authority to help offset the shortfall in Italy’s 
natural gas supply, which has not met domestic demand since 1971. 
Algeria is due to start pumping gas through the pipeline at the end of 
19S 1. Construction at the Italian ehd will cost a total of 1,600 billion 
lire (Si. 9 billion). 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (R) — Energy' Secretary James 
Schlesinger told Congress yesterday that the United States can 
expect “serious trouble” from fuel shortages this year. But he said 
after the hearing that there was no need for petrol rationing. 
“Gasoline inventories are low. We are going to have serious trouble 
this summer,” Mr. Schlesinger told Congress. He said energy prob- 
lems will continue next winter unless the U.S. is able to build up its 
stocks of heating fuel. The energy secretary said that fuel stockpiles 
have been reduced because of interruption in oil supplies from Iran 
and “There has been a steady fall in the available supply of crude 
oil.”

W. German survey predicts 1979 price rise 


BONN. West Germany, April 10 (AP) -- West German consumers 
can expect prices to rise more than four per cent above last year’s 
levels during the second half of 197 9 due to increases in the cost of 
energv and other items, a panel of economic expens said yesterday. 
The five experts, who oversee the nation's economy for the Bonn 
government, urged Chancellor Helmut Schmidfs administration to 
avoid using "excessively restrictive" policies to counter inflation. 


TEHRAN, April 10 (R) — Iran will restrict building of two 1,200 
megawatt reactors already under construction at Bushehr on the 
Gulf, the “Voice of the Islamic Republic” radio said yesterday. The 
radio, quoting the Iranian Atomic Energy Commission, said the two 
reactors, originally due to start up next year and in 1981. would be 
completed by an exclusively Iranian workforce. About 800 West 
Germans out of an original 1.900 are still working on the S4 billion 
project, which is being handled by West Germany's Kraftwerk 
Union. 


CRESTMEW. Florida. April 10 
(R) — Some 4.500 people began 
returning to their homes yes- 
terday. 27 hours after they were 
forced to Gee from toxic fumes 
released by 3 railway accident. 

No one was injured in the crash, 
in which 13 wagons from a Louis- 
ville and Nashville goods train left 
the tracts. The Okaloosa County 
Sheriffs Department said yes- 
terday that no injuries had been 
reported among residents of 
nearby towns. 

Residents flea the region when 
a wagon believed to contain car- 
bolic acid exploded and caught 
fire along with two others, one 
contenting sulphur. Heavy cranes 
and other equipment arrived in 
the area, to be used to salvage the 
overturned wagons. 

“We're the luckiest people in 
the world," said a spokesman for 
the sheriffs department. “If the 
wind had shifted in the direction of 
the Fort Walton area (population 
20,000 -30.000) we would really 
have been in trouble.” 


WASHINGTON, April 10 
(AP)— Ending the latest in their 
series of Strategic Anns Limi- 
tation (SALT) talks, U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus Vance and 
Soviet .Ambassador Anatoly Dob- 
rynin would only repeat Mr. Dob- 
rynin' s description from days ear- 
lier: “Closer anil' closer, very 
dose.” But no agreement yet 

Mr. Vance and Mr. Dobtyifln, 
who talked about 90 minutes last 
night, expect to meet again soon to 
try to conclude negotiations for an 
arms treaty, State Department 
spokesman Tom Reston said. No 
date has been set for such a meet- 
ing. said Mr. Reston. who added 
only chat ’■some final items remain 
to be cleared up.” 

The Iasi issues to be resolved 
apparently concern rules on 
encoding signals from missile tests 
and on the exact definition of 
“new'’ missiles. 

Meanwhile, American officials 
said they have noted new interest 
in separate negotiations with the 
Soviets for a ban on testing “killer 
satellites." 

The aims talks are already indi- 
rectly tied to the issue of such 
satellites because the SALT 
agreement would forbid each 
nation to interfere with the other’s 
satellites. The separate negoti- 
ations axe aimed at taking a 
funner step fdr which the United 
States is pressing— banning even 
the testing of satellites designed to 
knock out other satellites. 

The Soviets already have tested 
a satellite -destroying system, and 
last October Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown said they had 
achieved the ability to destroy 
some U.S. satellites.

CEUTA. Nonh Africa ( APj — 
Led by its poor. Morocco is push- 
ing toward a quiet takeover of the 
last remnants of the Spanish 
Empire — the tiny enclaves of 
Ceuta and Meliila in north Africa. 

"1 don't say it will happen 
tomorrow, but it is coming even- 
tually and then we will aU go back 
to Spain." says Mr. Jose Luis 
Perez, one of the 50,000 
Spaniards hanging on in Ceuta. 

While he speaks, a sunrise wave 
of Moroccan workers crosses the 
border into Ceuta. Spanish 
legionnaires, bayonets fixed, snap 
to attention to raise the flag. 

By nightfall, mosrofrhe Moroc- 
cans will be back across the bor- 
der. Some will remain, sleeping in 
the hills outside the city or among 
the S.000 inhabitants of the shanty- 
town of Principe Alfonso on 
Ceuta's outskirts. 

“ It is a peaceful invasion,” says 
newly-elected national Senator 
Antonio Dominguez, adding that 
one of the new Spanish par- 
liament's first duties should be to 
control the steady seepage of 
Moroccans into the enclave. 

Lured by the prospect of work 


and welcomed by Ceuta employ- 
ers, who want to avoid mandatory 
social security contributions, the 
unskilled and unemployed 
Moroccans keep coming. Time 
seems on Morocco's side, despite 
continuing declarations from 
Spain, including some by King 
Juan Carlos, that the last two out- 
posts will remain forever Sp anis h. 

All of Spain's 36 million people, 
however, may not agree. Without 
General Fancisco Franco around 
to remind them of his Moroccan 
military victories, man y Sp aniar ds 
see the Mediterranean enclaves as 
relics that gobble up tax revenue 
while CeutaY and Melilla’s civil 
servants draw double pay in duty- 
free pons for serving in supposed 
hardship areas.

The official position of the Spanish 
Government is that all is going well in 
the north African enclaves of Ceuta 
and Meliila, and that neither is in 
danger of being lost to autonomists or 
Morocco. But there are many who dis- 
agree. 


“If this is not a colony, then we" 
should take away some of the 
things that make it look like one.” 
says Ceuta newspaper editor Mr. 
Antonio Ferrer, no relation to the 
undersecretary. 


The official position of the 
Spanish Government, however, is 
that all is going well and neither 
Ceuta nor Meliila is in danger of 1 , 
being lost to autonomists, inde- 
pendence advocates or Morocco. 

Ceuta's highest civilian author- 
ity, Government Undersecretary 
Ramon Ferrer Pena, says Ceuta 
public opinion is for remaining 
with Spain. 

“This is not a colonial situ- 
ation," he says. “Ceuta always has 


been Spanish and is going to 
remain so. Our image abroad has 
been distorted." 

Mr. Ferrer Pena insists the 
number of Spaniards in Ceuta is 
growing and that the Moroccan 
population of 15,000 is decreas- 
ing, a view that runs counter to 
that of the man on the street 

“The Moros are everywhere," 
says an Indian shopkeeper, using 
the Ceutan word to describe 
moors who ruled Ceuta and most 
of Spain for seven centuries until 
the 1490s. 

“All you have to do is look in 
the streets or in the market to see 
the increase in Moroccans,” says 
Mr. Dominguez, a member of 


Premier Adolfo Suarez* Centre 
Party that keeps Mr. Ferrer Pena 
in his job. 

The population gap between 
Spaniards and Moroccans is 
reported shrinking even faster fo 
Meliila, according to a citizens’ 
organisation called the PromeliHa 
Association. 

In a letter to King Juan Carlos, 
the association reported official 
figures showed the number of 
Spaniards dropped from 69,000 to 
45,000, while the number of. 
Moroccans doubled from 7,000 to 
14,0(10. The four-year-old figures 
do not cover Moroccans illegally 
in the enclave, the association 
noted. 


One of his newspaper's prin- 
cipal objections has been that 
General Luis Polanco wears the 
hats of both military commander 
and civil governor. The newspaper 
also has called for an investigation 
of work permits, questioned the 
propriety of a judge who owns 
land fo Morocco to hear cases 
involving Moroccans attacked 
racial discrimination against 
Moroccans, positions that have 
brought more than SI 00.000 in 
damage suits against the news- 
paper. 

Mr. Ferrer says radical changes 
are needed in both Ceuta and 
Meliila or Morocco's quiet inva- 
sion will succeed, perhaps bv the 
1983 elections, “but cenainfr 
before ten more years." 

In a recent editorial, however, 
the newspaper seemed to be sav- 
ing that the battle to reform Ceuta 
and block a Moroccan takeover 
already might be lost “The people 
of Ceuta apparently will accept 
anything,” Mr, Ferrer wrote. 


What the Ceutans do not 
accept, however, is giving res^ 
idem Mo 1 oceans equal status in 
education, politics, health, or 
soda! life. 

Ceuta's only restaurant serving 
Moroccan food gets little pat- 
ronage. Moroccans v anis h after 
dark, leaving the bars and cinemas 
to the Spaniards. The pupil load in 
the ghetto schools averages 100 , 
more than three times that of 
Spmish schoolrooms. Mr. Abbas 
Lachmi Dris, the only Moroccan 
brave enough to run foi mayor, 
tempers his campaign by declaring 
“Ceuta’s only solution is to remain 
Spanish.” 

Tied down with an Algerian- 
backed guerrilla war over control 
of the former Spanish Sahara 
south of Morocco, it seems 
unlikely Rabat would move 
militarily against Ceuta. 

Ceuta, however, prides itself on 
taking so chances. Its streets are 
full of soldiers, part of an esti- 
mated force of 10,000 men includ- 
ing two reghnents of regulars, one 
regiment of ■ the once-famons 
Spanish Foreign - Legion -and 
•thousands of draftees.
